Madam  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year 
1967>  which  has  been  prepared  in  accordance  viith  the  Ministry  of  Health 
Circular  I/68. 

The  health  of  the  district  remains  good  and  the  vital 
statistics  compare  favourably  with  those  of  the  country  as  a whole. 

Since  1959  when  the  last  cases  of  poliomyelitis  occurred  in 
the  district,  poliomyelitis  has  become  a rare  disease  because  of  the 
efficient  vaccine  available  against  it.  Measles  is  now  by  far  the 
commonest  infectious  disease  and,  although  its  mortality  rate  is  low, 
it  occasionally  gives  rise  to  complications.  Measles  vaccine  is  now 
available  and  a campaign  is  being  rim  this  year.  The  vaccine  is  still 
in  short  supply  but,  in  an  endeavour  to  prevent  the  epidemic  which 
would  otherwise  be  expected  this  year,  the  age  group  4 to  7 which  is 
chiefly  affected  is  being  given  priority  for  vaccination.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  the  measles  vaccine  will  be  as  effective  as  the  Sabin 
vaccine  has  proved  to  be  in  the  case  of  poliomyelitis. 

The  General  Practitioner  Chest  X-ray  Unit,  which  visits  the 
site  outside  the  Council  Offices,  Caterham,  every  Tuesday  afternoon, 
continues  to  be  v/ell  attended  and  is  of  great  value  in  the  early 
diagnosis  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  lung  cancer.  During  1967^ 
out  of  a total  number  of  1,252  persons  X-rayed  at  this  site,  656 
patients  were  referred  to  the  Unit  by  their  doctors,  which  indicates 
that  the  local  medical  practitioners  appreciate  the  importance  of  this 
service.  Three  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  and  six  cases  of  lung 
cancer  were  discovered. 

In  conclusion,  I should  like  to  take  this  opportunity  of 
thanking  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  for 
their  advice  and  support  tlxroughout  the  year,  and  the  staff  of  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  the  efficient  way  in  which  they  have 
carried  out  their  duties.

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The  number  of  deaths  from  malignant  neoplaacswas  59;  of 
these  25.4/^  were  due  to  cancer  of  the  limg,  an  increase  of 
over  the  19^5  figuxe.  This  is  to  a large  extent  a preventable 
condition  as  it  has  been  shown  to  be  associated  v;ith  prolonged  and 
heavy  cigarette  smoking  and,  to  a lesser  extent,  atmospheric 
pollution. 

Those  who  find  they  cannot  give  up  smoking  should  have  a 
yearly  chest  taken.  The  facilities  available  for  this  are 

given  on  page  10  of  this  report  and  anyone  over  l6  years  of  age 
can  attend.  The  mental  relief  of  a negative  diagnosis  is  very 
considerable  but  if  some  chest  condition  is  present,  treatment  at 
an  early  stage  has  the  best  chance  of  being  successful. 

The  main  sites  of  fatal  cancer,  together  with  sex  and  age 
distribution,  are  shown  in  the  table  of  deaths  on  page  5*

I am  pleased  to  report  that  no  case  of  poliomyelitis  occurred 
in  the  District  during  196? » The  Sabin  oral  vaccine  was  introduced  in 
February  1962  and  has  the  great  advantage  that  it  prevents  the  carrier 
state  as  well  as  giving  protection  against  the  disease.  It  is  being 
given  as  a booster  dose  to  children  who  have  previously  had  the  Salk 
vaccine. 


555  persons  were  vaccinated  against  poliomyelitis  and  356  were 
given  reinforcing  protection  in  the  District  during  1967* 

Diphtheria,. 

For  the  fifteenth  year  in  succession  the  District  was  free 
from  this  disease.  Cases  are  still  occurring  in  other  parts  of  the 
country,  hov/ever,  indicating  that  immimisation  nov/  is  as  important  as 
ever.

Only  six  cases  of  whooping  cough  were  notified.  Immunisation 
against  this  disease  was  commenced  in  1952  and  the  average  incidence  has 
fallen  considerably  since  then. 

Y/hooping  cough  is  one  of  the  most  serious  diseases  of  childhood 
and  mothers  appreciate  the  facilities  for  immimisation  which  are  available. 
As  whooping  cough  is  most  dangerous  in  the  first  year,  immunisation  should 
be  comiaenced  as  early  as  the  third  month  of  life.

Cases  do  occur,  however,  and  there  have  been  fatal  cases  in  Surrey  during 
recent  years. 

Parents  are  taking  advantage  of  the  immunisation  scheme  and  all 
persons  immunised  should  have  readily  available  an  accurate  record  of 
immunisation  so  that,  in  the  event  of  an  inj\iry,  the  correct  type  of 
vaccine  or  serum  can  be  administered.

The  death  rate 
from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in  this  District  per  1,000  population 
was  O.Oy.  The  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  tuberculosis  in 
England  and  V/ales  was  O.Oi^  per  1,000  population.

The  social  aspect  of  tuberculosis  and  other  diseases  of  the 
chest  and  heart  is  important  both  in  the  treatment  and  care  of  these 
conditions,  and  since  1965  the  Caterham  and  Yifarlingham  Care  Committee 
has  been  active  as  the  local  Committee  for  volimtary  care  v/ork  am.ong 
patients  with  these  diseases. 

Fifteen  cases  on  the  average  have  been  considered  at  each 
meeting  during  the  year.  The  Committee  is  able  to  arrange  extra 
comforts  for  those  in  need  and  to  help  in  times  of  social  emergency, 
in  order  to  aid  patients*  recovery,  or  ease  their  burden.  The 
organisation  is  now  fully  established  and  during  196?  the  Committee 
were  most  fortunate  in  being  chosen  by  the  Caterham  Carnival  Committee 
as  the  charity  to  benefit  from  the  proceeds  of  Carnival  Week  and  a 
cheque  for  £375»  Os.  Od.  was  received.  This  donation  has  allowed  the 
Committee  to  give  increased  financial  help  to  the  less  fortunate  of 
the  District. 


Smallpox.^ 

The  necessity  for  obtaining  and  maintaining  protection  against 
this  disease  has  been  stressed  by  the  outbreaks  that  have  occurred  in 
various  parts  of  the  country.  The  following  figures  show  the  number 
of  vaccinations  and  re-vaccinations  carried  out  in  196?  in  respect  of 
persons  under  l6  years  of  age ; -

Measles. 

The  niimber  of  cases  of  measles  notified  was  324#  following 
223  cases  in  1966.  Tv;o  cases  were  reported  to  have  been  admitted  to 
hospital;  there  were  no  deaths. 

In  the  absence  of  a measles  vaccination  campaign,  it  is 
considered  that  this  would  be  an  epidemic  year  for  the  disease,  v.dth 
the  age  group  four  to  seven  years  chiefly  affected.  The  vaccine  is 
still  in  short  supply  but,  in  an  endeavour  to  prevent  the  expected 
epidemic,  this  age  group  is  being  given  priority  for  vaccination.

Twenty-two  cases  of  dysentery  were  notified,  of  which 
twelve  cases  occurred  at  a residential  nursery  in  Whyteleafe. 
Unf ortionately,  a patient  in  St.  Lawrence's  Hospital,  Caterham, 
died  from  Flexner  dysentery  during  the  year  under  review. 

Poisoning 

One  case  of  food  poisoning  occurred  in  a residential 
nxirsery  in  1967  due  to  salmonella  Newport,  and  was  admitted  to 
hospital.  There  were  no  secondary  cases.

The  old  people's  clubs  have  done  an  outstanding  service  in 
giving  old  people  an  interest  in  life  and  a feeling  that  they  are 
still  valued  but  some  old  people  do  not  like  a club  atmosphere  and 
there  are  all  too  many  too  frail  to  join  in  the  club  activities. 
Health  Centres  for  the  Elderly  can  give  many  of  these  old  people  a 
new  lease  of  life,  as  v/ell  as  being  of  value  to  those  well  enough 
to  attend  clubs,  and  our  three  Centres  in  the  District  are  meeting 
this  need.  The  Old  People's  V/elfare  Association  and  the  Women's 
Royal  Voluntary  Service  play  an  essential  part  in  these  Centres. 

The  staff  consists  of  a team  of  voluntary  vrarkers,  health 
visitors,  and  a physio bh'-jrapist,  A medical  officer  does  not  attend; 

the  general  practitioners  regard  the  health  visitors  as  acting 
almoners  on  their  behalf.  A^dvice  on  health  matters  including  diet 
is  given,  welfare  foods  are  sold,  and  physiotherapy  is  carried  out. 
The  effects  of  an  improved  diet  and  vitamin  supplements  and  the 
gentle  physiotherapy  exercises  are  very  noticeable.  At  first  the 
old  people  often  look  dull  and  ill  - many  have  not  been  out  of  doors 
for  weeks;  they  come  in  using  w^alking  sticks  and  are  so  tottery  that 
they  have  to  be  helped  to  get  up  from  their  chairs,  but  after  only  a 
few  weeks  the  improvement  is  quite  remarkable. 

The^ J)ay  Gentry. 

The  handicapped,  especially  handicapped  old  people,  are  a 
special  problem;  they  are  confined  to  home  and  have  gradually  lost 
all  their  interests  and  friends.  To  meet  their  need  the  V^omen's 
Royal  Voliontary  Service  continue  to  run  the  Day  Centre  in  the  Scouts 
Hut,  Codstone  Road,  Caterham  Valley,  in  co-operation  with  the 
Caterham  and  District  Old  People 's  Welfare  Association.  Handicapped 
old  people  are  taken  by  car  to  the  Centre  at  about  11  a.m.  and  there 
they  get  coffee,  lunch  and  tea,  and  are  taken  home  again  in  the 
evening.  This  relieves  their  relatives  for  the  day,  but  of  course 
the  outstanding  benefit  is  to  the  old  people  themselves;  they  feel 
they  are  back  in  the  community  again.  They  get  companionship  from 
the  other  old  people  and  affectionate  support  from  the  volunteers. 
They  have  sing-songs,  play  cards,  play  dominoes,  knit,  or  do  any- 
thing else  they  fancy.  The  Day  Centre  is  no\/  open  on  Tuesdays 
and  Thursdays  of  each  week. 
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Physiotherapy  is  provided  and  the  results  have  been  outstanding. 
The  physical  condition  as  v/ell  as  the  mental  condition  of  all  the  oi.d 
people  has  improved  greatly.  A chiropodist  attends  one  afternoon  a month 
on  Thursdays. 

Many  of  the  old  people  nov;  attending  this  Centre  had  not  been 
out  of  their  houses  for  years  before  this  Centre  was  opened,  and  felt 
unv:anted.  Their  lives  have  been  renewed  for  them  by  this  Centre  and  I 
cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the  good  work  it  has  done. 

In  addition,  the  lomen’s  Royal  Voluntary  Service  run  a Lunch 
Club  every  IJednesday  at  the  Centre,  for  able-bodied  persons  over  the  age 
of  65  years  living  alone.  Here  a first  class  meal  can  be  purchased  in 
congenia.1  company  at  a cost  of  2/6d.  and  in  many  cases  these  old  folk  have 
a cooked  meal  that  they  v/ould  not  bother  to  prepare  at  home.  This 
venture  has  proved  a great  success  and  it  is  to  be  hoped  that  s\ifficient 
support  Y/ill  be  forthcoming  for  this  service  to  expand  to  other  areas  in 
the  District. 


WAT^SUPPLYo 

The  relevant  particulars  relating  to  the  water  supply  of  the 
District  are  as  under 

(a)  The  supply,  which  is  obtained  from  the  East  Surrey  V/ater 
Company,  v/as  satisfactory  at  all  times  in  respect  of  quality  and 
quantity.  Treatment  of  the  water  includes  softening  and 
chlorination. 

(b)  Systematic  sampling  for  bacteriological  examination  of 

the  water  going* into  supply,  in  association  virith  other  Districts 
which  are  supplied  by  the  same  Company,  is  undertaken.  Four 
samples  taken  in  196?  Vi/ere  satisfactory, 

(c)  The  number  of  dwelling  houses  supplied  from  public  water  mains 
direct  to  the  houses  is  the  total  number  of  dwelling  houses  in 
the  District,  and  is  estimated  at  10,550. 

Ko  houses  are  supplied  by  means  of  standpipes. 

The  total  population  of  the  District,  i.e.  36,910,  is  supplied 
from  public  water  mains  direct  to  the  houses. 

(d)  The  natural  fluoride  content  of  the  sample  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst  in  196?  was  O.O5  p.p.ra. 

As  in  previous  years,  the  East  Surrey  Water  Company  supplied 
the  Department  with  monthly  reports  on  the  bacteriological  and  chemical 
examinations  of  treated  water. 


In  addition,  the  following  sample  of  vvater  procured  at  Caterham

There  is  no  public  swimming  bath  in  the  District.  There 
are  tv;o  svd.mming  baths  attached  to  private  schools  in  the  District 
and  three  small  baths,  under  the  control  of  the  local  Education 
Authority,  at  schools  in  Caterham  Hill,  Vidiyteleafe  and  Y/oldingham. 

In  addition,  there  is  a swimming  bath  owned  by  the  Ministry  of 
Defence  situated  in  the  Caterham  Barracks,  which  is  used  extensively 
by  local  schools  and  other  local  organisations. 

Regular  visits  are  made  by  the  Coioncil's  inspectors  to 
these  baths,  to  ensure  that  they  are  satisfactorily  maintained  and 
operated.  Chlorine  checks  are  made  from  time  to  time,  and  eight 
samples  were  taken  for  bacteriological  analyses  during  the  course 
of  the  year.  Three  of  these  samples  indicated  a deficiency  in  the 
chlorine  content  of  the  water  and  the  responsible  persons  concerned 
were  warned  accordingly.  All  baths  are  provided  with  continuous 
filtration  and  automatic  chlorination  plants. 


SE7-THIAGE 

The  Caterham  and  Waj:lingham  Urban  District  consists  of 
six  villages  amd  by  the  end  of  the  year,  196  premises  in  Chaldon 
were  connected  to  the  main  drainage  system. 

Apart  from  Woldingham,  and  small  isolated  areas,  the 
whole  of  the  District  is  now  reasonably  adequately  sewered  and 
satisfactory  arrangements  exist  for  the  disposal  of  sev;age. 
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Consideration  is  being  given  to  the  desirability  of  sewering 
the  Vvoldinghani  area,  and  the  Engineer  & Siirveyor  will  be  reporting  to 
the  Council  on  the  practicability  of  such  a scheme  in  due  course.

Improvement  Areas. 

Following  the  survey  carried  out  in  two  areas  of  the  District  in  1966 
involving  visits  to  over  3C0  houses  with  the  object  of  promoting  voluntarily  the 
provision  of  standard  amenities,  those  occupiers  who  at  that  time  expressed  an 
interest  in  improvements  were  visited  during  196?  nnd  were  advised  and  circulated 
with  information  on  the  procedure  to  be  followed  to  secure  improved  amenities. 

Unlike  the  majority  of  members  of  the  younger  generation,  with  a 
yearning  for  better  standards  of  living,  the  older  generations  and  less 
affluent  owner/occupiers  and  tenants  appear  to  be  disinclined  to  consider 
improvements  involving  any  great  expenditure  or  increase  of  rent.  In  another 
category  are  old  age  pensioners  who  if  they  could  afford  the  expenditure  or 
increased  rents  are  not  prepared  to  face  the  upheaval  inherent  in  carrying  out 
improvements.  Deficiencies  in  the  standard  amenities  are  usually  made  good 
when  tenanted  properties  are  sold  and  taken  over  by  owner  occupiers. 

In  districts  where  slum  clearance  problems  have  been  surmounted, 
emphasis  is  required  to  be  placed  on  the  repair  and  improvement  of  sub-standard 
properties  which  are  capable  of  being  repaired  and  improved  at  reasonable  cost 
to  give  an  extended  life  of  not  less  than  15  years. 


Houses  in  Multiple  Occupation.

Three  caravans  left  the  Batts  Farm  Site  during  the  year,  reducing  the 
total  from  12  to  9*  Four  of  the  families  from  the  remaining  nine  caravans 
at  Batts  Farm  are  on  the  Council’s  Housing  list.

24  premises  were  visited  by  an  emptier  twelve  or  more  times  during 

the  year. 

The  main  drainage  scheme  for  the  greater  part  of  Chaldon  was 
completed  during  the  year.  Laterals  to  the  boundaries  of  the  properties 

were  provided  by  the  Council  and  loans  were  advanced  in  necessitous  cases  to 
encourage  the  making  of  sewer  connections;  the  majority  of  owners  readily 
availed  themselves  of  the  main  drainage  facilities  provided,  and  a welcome 
reduction  in  the  demands  for  cesspool  emptying  resulted. 

The  scheme,  as  completed,  provides  facilities  for  the  ultimate 
connection  of  over  200  properties,  representing  approximately  a 2QP/c  reduction 
in  the  number  of  properties  in  the  District  draining  to  cesspools,  the  majority 
of  which  are  situated  in  the  Woldingham  area;  a main  drainage  scheme  for 
Woldingham  is  being  prepared  for  approval  by  the  Council. 

The  extension  of  a sewer  across  the  V/oldingham  Road  to  take  the 
drainage  from  the  convent  school  and  ancilliary  premises  at  Marden  Park  was 
fortunately  completed  in  time  to  avoid  a complete  breakdov/n  of  the  overloaded 
private  sewage  plant  operated  by  the  convent  authorities. 

Fewer  residents  are  disposed  to  consider  the  necessity  to  exercise 
restraint  in  the  use  of  water,  to  restrict  to  the  minimum  the  need  for  emptying 
cesspools,  and  the  trend  to  make  more  liberal  use  of  the  bath  and  the  employment 
of  such  appliances  as  washing  and  dish-washing  machines,  with  frequent  rinsing 
facilities,  continues  to  add  to  the  volume  of  sewage  to  be  removed  from  the 
average  cesspool. 
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V/ith  the  rise  in  water  consumption  and  with  the  increasing  difficulty 
to  be  anticipated  in  recruiting  men  to  undertake  the  uncongenial  work  of 
cesspool  emptying,  the  need  for  abolishing  cesspools  in  favour  of  main  drainage 
where  reasonably  practicable  becomes  a pressing  requirement,  as  opposed  to  any 
consideration  of  the  metering  of  water  or  the  making  of  charges  for  cesspool 
emptying  to  act  as  a restraint  on  water  consumption. 

The  cost  to  the  Council  of  operating  the  cesspool  emptying  service 
for  the  financial  year  I966/7  was  £8,709  as  against  £7,429  for  the  previous 
year. 

(b)  Refuse  storage. 

Action  was  taken  to  secure  the  provision  of  suitable  receptacles 
at  38  dwelling  houses  where  accommodation  for  refuse  was  found  to  be 
unsatisfactory  or  absent. 


( c)  Collection  and  Disposal  of  Refuse. 

The  Council  operate  through  their  Engineer  and  Surveyor  a weekly 
collection  of  refuse  in  addition  to  special  arrangements  made  for  the  collection 
of  the  more  cumbersome  forms  of  discarded  household  effects. 

Tipping  was  discontinued  at  the  Council's  Grove  Road  Tip  during  I967 
following  suitable  arrangements  being  made  for  controlled  tipping  conjointly 
with  Godstone  R.D.C.  at  a site  in  that  Council's  area,  some  3^  niiles  by  road 
from  the  southern  boundary  of  the  Urban  District.

The  frozen  foods  surrendered  for  destruction  resulted  mainly  from 
plant  refrigeration  failures,  and  since  this  involves  a loss  in  weight  and 
quality  of  the  food  once  defrosted,  it  is  accepted  by  the  trade  as  being 
unmarketable. 


Food  Complaints. 


Twenty-one  complaints  v/ere  received  and  investigated  during  the 
year  in  connection  with  the  unsoundness  of  food,  seventeen  of  which  v/ere 
found  to  be  justified.  The  main  cause  of  complaint  v.'as  directed  at  foods 
affected  by  moulds,  arising  either  from  neglect  of  shopkeepers  to  observe 
satisfactory  control  over  the  rotation  of  stock,  or  failure  to  witlidraii^  from 
sale  stock  which  had  been  held  for  sale  on  the  premises  for  a longer  period 
than  was  advisable.  Wrapped  bread,  which  is  particularly  liable  to  be 
affected  by  moulds  under  certain  conditions  of  temperature  and  humidity  during 
warmer  weather,  was  the  most  common  article  giving  rise  to  complaint. 

Failure  to  allow  suffi.cient  time  for  t>ie  cooling  of  bread  during  peak  periods, 
prior  to  wrapping,  at  automatic  baking  establishments,  favours  the  earlier 
appearance  of  moulds,  and  in  addition  to  employing  inhibitors  in  bread  to 
check  such  mould  growths,  the  trade  is  now  exploring  ways  and  means  of 
accelerating  the  cooling  of  bread  by  mechanical  means. 

Extraneous  matter  found  in  food  included  a small  beetle  in  bread, 
a nail  in  pastry  and  a pin  in  an  article  of  sugar  confectionery;  the  latter 
was  produced  by  the  complainant  after  the  confectionery  had  been  eaten  and 
the  wrapper  thrown  away,  which  made  it  difficult  to  implicate  either  the 
retailer  or  the  manufacturer. 

Warnings  were  issued  in  respect  of  a number  of  these  complaints, 
but  in  two  instances  where  warnings  had  been  issued  previously  in  respect  of 
the  sale  of  unfit  food.  Court  proceedings  were  instigated,  resulting  in 
convictions  being  obtained  in  both  cases  involving  fines,  with  costs,  of 
33  guineas  in  one  case  and  £35  in  the  other. 

A satisfactory  case  has  not  been  made  out  for  the  date-stamping  of 
food  and  manufacturers  continue  to  use  their  own  form  of  coding  to  indicate 
the  date  of  manufacture  of  the  more  perishable  goods;  this  information  is 
made  freely  available  by  manufacturers  on  request. 


Milk. 


Twenty  distributors  are  registered  under  the  Milk  and  Dairies 
(General)  Regulations,  1959,  as  selling  milk  at  or  from  22  premises  within 
the  District. 

Regular  inspections  of  milk  premises  were  carried  out  during  the 

year. 


Licences. 


Three  Dealer’s  (Pre-packed  Milk)  Licences  were  issued  under  the 
Milk  (Special  Designation)  Regulations,  1963 i for  the  sale  of  Ultra  Heat 
Treated  milk,  v/hich,  processed  at  high  temperature,  is  calculated  to  keep 
sweet  for  as  long  as  19  days.  Milk  sold  under  this  designation  is 
considered  to  be  less  palatable  than  raw  milk  or  milk  pasteurised  at  a 
lower  temperature  and  the  demand  for  such  a milk  by  the  ordinary  housewife 
is  not  likely  to  increase  to  any  great  extent  as  long  as  regular  deliveries 
to  the  door  of  untreated  and  pasteurised  milk  are  maintained.

Tv/elve  samples  submitted  for  examination  for  the  presence  of  brucella 
gave  negative  results  and  one  sample  tested  for  the  presence  of  tubercle  bacilli 
proved  negative.  One  sample  of  locally  produced  milk  submitted  for  analysis 
revealed  no  trace  of  anti-biotics  resulting  from  treatment  for  mastitis. 


Ice-cream. 


At  the  end  of  the  year  there  were  89  premises  in  the  Urban  District 
registered  for  the  sale  of  ice-cream,  including  one  premise  also  registered  for 
the  manufacture  of  this  commodity. 

Eight  ice-cream  samples  were  submitted  to  the  Public  Health  Laboratory 
for  bacteriological  examination,  with  satisfactory  results.  With  modern  methods  of 
manufacture  and  control  and  improvements  in  handling  and  keeping  techniques,  there 
is  now  less  need  for  the  frequent  sampling  of  ice-cream  for  bacteriological 
examination. 

Eight  ice-cream  samples,  including  one  "Cornish"  ice-cream  and  one 
"dairy"  ice-cream,  submitted  to  the  Public  Analyst  for  the  quality  test  proved 
satisfactory. 

Ice-cream  must  contain  not  less  than  Jfo  fat  and  7^  solids  and  where 
prefixed  by  the  words  "Cornish"  or  "dairy"  the  3%  fat  content  must  be  derived 
from  milk.

Of  the  96  samples  taken  and  submitted  for  analysis  eight,  or 
8.3^  of  the  total,  were  found  to  be  irregular  as  against  10, 59^  for  the  year 

1966. 


Referring  to  the  irregular  samples 

The  sample  of  marmalade  was  found  to  be  deficient  in  soluble  solids 
to  the  extent  of  10^.  On  being  notified,  the  manufacturers  concerned  withdrew 

the  limited  stock  held  at  the  one  shop  in  the  District, 

Chocolate  biscuits,  falsely  described  as  cream-filled  on  the  carton 
from  which  they  were  sold,  were  found  to  contain  no  cream.  This  was  accepted 
as  being  due  to  a labelling  error,  resulting  from  an  oversight,  which  the  firm 
took  immediate  steps  to  correct. 

The  article  described  as  strav/berry  jelly,  sold  in  a carton 
illustrating  strawberries,  contained  no  fruit  or  fruit  juice.  The  firm 
concerned  agreed  to  suitably  amend  their  label. 

The  samples  of  Ham  Mornay  and  Chicken  Mince  were  adjudged  to  be  low 
in  meat  content,  and  a critical  view  was  taken  of  the  product  advertised  as 
creamed  potatoes,  which  consisted  of  a drj'-  mix  for  making  creamed  potatoes. 

In  the  past , presumptive  standards  have  been  applied  to  many 
articles  of  food,  particularly  in  respect  of  various  meat  products,  and  which 
in  some  cases  have  been  upheld  by  the  courts.  A general  review  of  food  and 
drugs  legislation  has  now  resulted  in  statutory  standards  being  laid  down 
for  meat  products,  in  addition  to  revised  food  labelling  and  other  requirements 
which  are  to  be  welcomed. 

The  law  dc -linr;  with  f'\lse  claims  is  likely  to  be  strungth.:,ned  in  the  near 
future  and  draft  regulations  have  already  been  published  with  this  object  in  view.

Pesticide  Residues  in  Foodstuffs. 

In  collaboration  with  other  Food  and  Drugs  Authorities  participating 
in  a systematic  enquiry  into  the  contamination  of  foodstuffs  by  toxic 
chemicals,  we  were  called  upon  to  submit  only  two  samples  for  analysis 
during  1967*  One  of  these,  i.e.  beef  sausages,  was  found  to  contain 
dieldrin  at  the  maximum  limit  of  tolerance  recommended  by  the  Food  Additives 
Contamination  Committee  in  their  Report  on  Aldrin  and  Dieldrin  Residues  in 
Food. 


During  the  first  year  of  the  scheme,  ending  in  July  1967,  some 
2,500  samples  of  food  were  submitted  for  the  determination  of  pesticidal 
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residues  by  the  various  participating  authorities,  and  a oreliminary 
appraisal  of  the  results , in  the  light  cf  our  present  knowledge , 
indicates  no  appreciable  risk  tc  rian  arising  from  the  present  levels 
of  pesticide  residues  founci  in  frfd.

No  great  difficulty  in  securing  compliance  with  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations  applying  to  food  premises  was  encountered;  visits  were  stepped 
up  to  premises  where  there  was  any  tendency  to  lower  standards. 

The  "no  smoking"  regulation  in  the  presence  of  open  food  appeared 
to  be  well  observed,  although  there  was  reason  to  suspect  on  occasions  that 
this  practice  had  not  entireD.y  ceased  and  a circular  letter  was  sent  to 
occupiers  of  food  premises  urgj-ng  strict  compliance  with  the  relevant 
regulation,  coupled  with  a warning  that  future  offenders  would  be  reported 
for  prosecution. 

Steps  were  taken  during  the  course  of  the  year  to  implement  the 
new  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  applying  to  food  delivery  vehicles,  which  came 
into  force  during  1967«  In  certain  circumstances  such  vehicles  are  now 
required,  inter  alia,  to  provide  washing  facilities  including  hot  water, 
towels  and  soap,  refuse  receptacles,  and  to  carry  first-aid  kits. 

Pressure  brought  upon  one  owner  to  improve  the  condition  of  his 
vehicle  and  to  provide  the  necessary  equipment  resulted  in  the  discontinuance 
of  his  business.

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DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE. 


The  work  of  dealing  with  infestations  by  rats  and  mice  is  carried 
out  by  the  Council  under  the  Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  19^9*  The 
year's  work  is  summarised  hereunder: -

The  cost  of  disinfestation  is  recovered  where  carried  out  at 
premises  other  than  private  dwellings. 

Residents  are  quick  to  report  the  slightest  evidence  of  rats  and  a 
number  of  reports  received  were  subsequently  related  to  the  occasional  rat  "on 
the  run"  which  on  investigation  revealed  no  evidence  of  any  established 
infestation  in  the  vicinity. 

An  undue  amount  of  publicity  which  arose  concerning  an  infestation 
of  rats  on  an  industrial  tip  led  to  a visit  by  an  officer  of  the  Pest  Control 
Division  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food,  who  pronounced 
himself  well  satisfied  with  the  conditions  on  the  tip  and  the  action  that 
had  been  taken  by  the  Council  to  eradicate  the  infestation.  Complaints  on 
various  grounds  can  be  expected  from  members  of  the  public  where  tipping  is 
allowed,  indicative  of  the  opposition  to  tipping  in  the  District  under  any 
conditions. 

The  10%  testing  of  all  sewers  in  the  District,  involving  the 
baiting  of  l64  manholes,  was  carried  out  in  April  19^7;  no  takes  were 
recorded.  In  addition,  16  manholes  on  the  Caterham  high  level  system,  where 
a slight  infestation  was  found  on  a previous  occasion,  were  tested  and  again 
no  tal<es  were  recorded.  Resulting  from  the  absence  of  any  indication  of 
infestation  in  the  sewers,  it  was  agreed  with  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food  that  further  testing  of  the  sewers  could  be  deferred  until 
the  Spring  of  1970. 

Warfarin,  a relatively  safe  poison,  continues  to  be  used 
successfully  and  no  evidence  of  immunity  developing  among  the  rat  and  mouse 
population  to  this  poison  has  been  observed  in  this  District. 

No  surface  infestation  of  a major  character  was  encountered  during 

the  year. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT. 


Excessive  noise  or  vibration  may  be  dealt  with  as  a nuisance  under 
the  Public  Health  Act,  1936.  Among  complaints  received  were  four  concerning 
noise  emanating  from  road  drills;  two  of  these  complaints  referred  to  the 
noise  adversely  affecting  the  work  of  office  staff  and  in  these  instances, 
and  on  a number  of  other  occasions,  contractors  operating  drills  were  contacted 
and  pressed  to  fit  mufflers,  v/ith  some  success.  One  firm  who  were  found  to 
make  intermittent  use  of  mufflers  indicated  that  their  men  were  opposed  to 
their  use,  presumably  because  they  were  on  piece  work  and  muffling  reduced  the 
efficiency  of  the  drills. 

A complaint  of  high  frequency  noise  proceeding  from  an  extraction 
fan  in  a duct  from  a fish  frying  range  was  satisfactorily  resolved  by  the 
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fitting  of  a new  duct  and  a larger  fan  operating  at  a lower  speed. 

Noise  from  the  breaking-up  of  vehicles  was  the  subject  of  another 
complaint,  which  was  abated  by  informal  action  resulting  in  the  discontinuance 
of  the  business. 


CLEAN  AIR. 

Clean  air  infers  an  atmosphere  reasonably  fr^e  from  smoke,  dust, 
grit,  effluvia  and  other  pollutants  likely  to  affect  the  comfort  or  health  of 
members  of  the  public. 

An  improvement  in  recent  years  in  atmospheric  conditions  in  the 
District  has  no  doubt  resulted  from  increased  use  of  heating  by  electricity, 
gas  and  oil,  and  the  installation  of  smoke  consuming  fuel  appliances,  previously 
required  imder  bye-laws  and  now  required  under  building  regulations. 

There  being  few  industrial  premises  in  the  District,  the  main  sources 
of  air  pollution  might  be  said  to  stem  from  the  use  of  unsuitable  fuels  and  solid 
fuel  appliances,  confined  in  most  cases  to  the  older  houses,  and  the  emission  of 
the  harmful  products  of  combustion  from  motor  vehicles.  The  former  source  of 
pollution  represents  a decreasing  problem  as  opposed  to  the  latter  which  might  well 
result  in  the  introduction  of  legislation  to  reduce  emission  of  harmful  gases 
from  the  internal  combustion  engine,  following  the  precedent  established  in 
America. 


Some  sixteen  complaints  were  registered  concerning  nuisance  arising 
from  the  burning  of  garden  and  household  refuse  and  the  occasional  burning  of 
trade  refuse.  Informal  action,  where  considered  necessary  or  advisable,  was 
taken  to  eliminate  or  reduce  the  cause  for  complaint,  and  none  of  the  complaints 
relating  to  atmospheric  pollution  warranted  statutory  action  either  under  the 
Clean  Air  Act  or  the  Public  Health  Acts. 

Supervision  by  the  Department  continues  to  be  exercised  in  respect 
of  requirements  to  be  observed  concerning  the  installation  of  new  furnaces  and 
such  plant  as  fish  frying  ranges  and  dry  cleaning  installations,  calculated  to 
prevent  nuisance  or  danger  to  employees  or  the  public  arising  from  smoke,  grit, 
dust,  fumes,  gases  etc.  Special  precautions  are  required  to  be  taken  to  avoid 
danger  arising  from  the  emission  of  toxic  gases  from  cleaning  agents  at  dry 
cleaning  establishments.

OFFICES,  SHOPS  AND  RAILWAY  PREMISES  ACT,  1963* 

Most  premises  now  comply  with  the  standards  prescribed  by  the  Act 
and  the  contraventions  found  continue  to  dwindle  now  that  owners  and  occupiers 
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have  become  more  familiar  with  the  requirements  of  the  Act, 

In  particular,  improvements  in  the  heating  and  lighting  of  premises 
have  been  noted  following  the  taking  of  light  meter  readings  and  the  checking 
of  temperature  requirements.  The  purchase  and  subsequent  employment  by  the 
Council's  Inspector  of  an  accurate  electronic  thermometer  revealed  that  some 
of  the  cheaper  thermometers  provided  by  occupiers  of  premises  were  far  from 
accurate;  in  one  instance  a thermometer  checked  on  shop  premises  gave  a reading 
7°F  lower  than  the  actual  temperature,  whilst  others  to  a lesser  degree  indicated 
readings  higher  or  lower  than  the  actual  room  temperature.  Reliance  placed  on 
the  reading  of  the  thermometer  provided  might  well  be  put  forward  in  extenuation 
of  any  offence  involving  court  proceedings  in  respect  of  negligence  to  maintain 
a reasonable  temperature,  and  there  v/ould  appear  to  be  a case  for  prescribing 
thermometers  conforming  to  a British  Standard  specification  with  a reasonable 
degree  of  accuracy. 

Five  accidents,  two  from  one  firm,  were  reported  during  the  year,  one 
of  which  proved  fatal;  none  of  these  involved  neglect  of  safety  factors. 

Under  the  Act,  occupiers  are  required  to  notify  fatal  accidents  or 
accidents  which  lead  to  any  employee  being  absent  from  work  for  more  than  three 
days.  It  is  reasonably  apparent  that  some  occupiers  are  failing  to  comply  with 
this  requirement;  in  one  case  neglect  to  notify  an  accident  involving  the 
absence  from  v;ork  of  an  employee  for  several  days,  which  came  to  light  some  months 
after  the  occurrence,  was  the  subject  of  a warning  to  the  occupier  concerned. 

As  will  be  noted  by  reference  to  the  following  table,  the  most  common 
contraventions  involved  standards  of  cleanliness,  failure  to  provide  thermometers 
and  Abstracts  of  the  Act,  and  to  keep  floors,  stairs  and  passages  free  from 
obstructions.

PET  ANIMALS  ACT,  1931. 


Two  applications  for  licences  were  received  during  the  year.  At  the 
premises  concerned,  satisfactory  provision  was  made  as  regards  accommodation, 
cleanliness,  attendance,  food  and  drink. 
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ANIMAL  BOARDING  SSTABLISHTiENTS  ACT,  I963. 


Two  licences  were  granted  during  the  year,  one  applying  to  the 
renewal  of  a boarding  licence  for  dogs  allowing  for  the  number  of  animals 
kept  to  bo  increased  from  a maximum  of  ^0  to  65  and  the  other  in  respect 
of  the  renewal  of  a licence  for  a cattery,  where  the  maximum  number  of 
animals  allowed  to  be  kept  is  50. 


RIDING  ESTABLISHMENTS  ACT,  1964. 


The  Act  applies  to  occupiers  of  riding  establishments  where  horses 
are  let  out  on  hire.  Before  a licence  is  issued,  the  Council  is  required 
to  be  satisfied  (by  a ■’'■etorinary  officer)  that  the  occupier  is  a fit  and 
proper  person  to  run  such  a business  and,  inter  alia,  that  the  horses  kept 
are  suitable  and  in  a satisfactory  condition,  and  that  satisfactory  provision 
has  been  made  for  their  accommodation,  feeding,  watering,  grazing,  equipage 
and  exercise,  for  the  control  of  infectious  and  contagious  disease,  and  for 
the  taking  of  precautions  against  fire  on  the  premises. 

Four  applications  for  renewal  of  licences  under  the  Act  were 
received  and  granted  during  the  year. 


DISINFESTATION. 


Eleven  premises  were  treated  during  the  year  for  various 
infestations  by  insect  pests. 

The  destruction  of  wasps  is  only  undertaken  by  the  department 
where  undue  difficulty  is  experienced  in  dealing  with  such  infestations 
or  where  members  of  the  general  public  are  seriously  inconvenienced. 
Residents  reporting  wasps  nests  are  advised  on  the  treatment  to  follow  and 
are  also  referred  to  a private  individual  who  is  prepared  to  deal  with  such 
infestations  on  the  payment  of  a fee. 
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
